Steaks, Extra 
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MAN AND THE MOOSE 


GIL FRELLS AND TROPHY 


That ever trekking or tracking 
Man About Albany, Gil Freels, 
1271 Portland, has recently ac- 
quired the title, “Man With a 
Moose.” 

The prize moose, latest of his 
hunting trophies, was the result 
of a trek into Wellsgrey Park, 
Wilderness Area, Canada. Weigh- 
ing 1200 pounds, with a horn- 
spread of 56 inches, the moose, 
according to the guide, is the sec- 
ond largest ever taken out of the 
Canadian area. It was entered in 
the Boone and Crockett records. 

To get it, Gil and two other 
hunters packed in with the guide, 
who lived twenty-five miles from 
the nearest general store, eight 
miles by jeep and ten miles by 
horseback to the camp site. Gil’s 
moose, and one for each of the 
other hunters, were taken en 
route in snow two feet deep. As 
Gil says: “That was where the 
work began.’ The men came out 
the following day with 1500 
pounds of dressed meat, and 
using the horses for pack, they 
walked back to the jeep. Tragedy 
nearly occurred when one of the 
horses fell in a beaver hole and 
had to be extricated. 

Once back in the guide’s cabin, 
Gil noticed the guide and his two 
sons needed haircuts. Like the 
postman and his walk on a holi- 
day, Gil went to work with the 
clippers and gave the three the 
first haircut by a_ professional 
barber they'd had in twelve years. 

Hunting is to Gil a natural 
habit. Raised in Tennessee near 
Knoxville, he was out with a 
hunting rifle when he was ten 
years old. During those younger 
days, he bagged rabbits, fox, 
squirrels, quails and wild pig in 
the Smokies. Later, when he lived 
in Oregon, he found good deer 
and fishing country out of 
Toledo. While in the Navy, during 
World War II, he caught a shark 
eight and a half feet long while 
on a disabled ship 1400 miles off 
the Marshall Islands. Weighing 
160 pounds, the shark was taken 
with a bosun line using a rat 
tailed file as a hook. 

Gil has found good hunting in 
Fernie, Canada, Mendocino 
County, Lake County, Sierra 


County and Plumas County. On} 
one Sierra trip, he took one of 


the largest deer recorded, ten 
points on one side and eleven on 
the other. 

Gil plans to stay close to home 
this year, deviding his hunting 
and fishing trips between the 
coast and the Sierras. He intends, 
however, to return to Wellsgrey 
Park and next time he is going 
to take sons David, Jim, and 
John. They will look for caribou, 
bear and deer. 

When he is not hunting, Gil
